LONDON, July 17.—A new German of- 
fensive of huge proportions, with Riga, 
a great Russian seaport and the seat 
of the Governor-General of the Baltic 
provinces, as its objective, is revealed 
in the latest official statements issued 
at Petrograd and Berlin. 

Military experts here construe th2 
offensive to be a vast envelopme.it 


movement in which the Germans are 
making a great effort to destroy the 


Russian army. 


Both the German and Russian com- 
munications agree that the German 
forces are at the Windau River, near 
Goldingen, which is only 80 miles from 
Riga, the great strategic commercial 
metropolis in the Gulf of Riga and on 
the Upper Baltic. 

Fighting All Along New Line, 

An official statement received this 
morning from Petrograd adds details 
of sanguinary fighting all along th: 
new line in efforts to hold back ths 
German advance which now is being 
concentrated on Riga and on Warsaw. 
while the Austro-Hungarians are mov- 
Ing northward from the Dniester Rivor. 

Advices reaching London today say 
that the Germans left a trail of de- 
struction along the Baltic -Sen from 
Memel te the Baltic Sea, where villas, 
hotels and casirios are said to have been 
4estroyed, about the only exception, it 
is said, being the palace of Polish 
reblemen whose cousin married an 
American woman. The palace now is 
Deing used as a military headquarters 
im which Prince Henry of Prussia and 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg re- 
eently conferred on the new offensive 
toward Riga. 

The Crown Prince Frederick Wil- 
liarn's drive in the Argonne forest now 
ts accepted as a small success, in gain- 
ing a few hundred yards of terrain, but 
as a failure in attaining its real object 
—@ decisive penetration of the French 
Ime. 

Apprehension Over Strike. 

The ominous attitude adopted by the 
Welsh coal miners causes serious ap- 
prehension.

Al- 
though the apparatus of his own ma- 
chine was badly crippled, Cowdin man- 
aged to land safely. 

William Thaw also received a com- 
mission for daring exploits. 

Cowdin and Thaw are likely to attain 
high rank in the American aviator corps, 
which is being organized by graduates 
of American universities. 

Jules Vedrines was cited in the order 
of the day yesterday for “having ac- 
complished over 100 hours in the air and 
for always having volunteered for the 
most. perilous operations.”’ 


Elliott C. Cowdin is the son of Mr.

was graduated from Harvard in the 
class of 1909. He is well known in New 
York society and has been. prominent in 
amateur sports both in this country and 
abroad. 

Cowdin and five other mhembers of the 
boreign Legion formed what is known 
ar the American Flying Squadron in 
March, volunteering their services to the 
French Government. The members of 
this squadron have been active in the 
French aviation service and have been 
mentioned several times in dispatches 
for their daring. 


STEAMER SAILS 10,000 MILES TO 
REACH PORT 1200 MILES AWAY 


Vessel Carrying Fir From Vancouver 
to Port Nelson, Canada, ‘Vill Ge ~ 
Throuzh Panama Canal. 

ST. JOHNS, N. F., July 17.—In order 
that the proper kind of lumber for the 
construction of piers and docks may be 
available at Port Nelson, where the 
Canadian Government is building a rail- 
road and steamship terminal on the 
shores of Hudson Bay, it has been found 
recessary to send a steamer around the 
greater part of North America. 

The steamer Durley Chine, which left 
Vancouver, British Columbia, June 9 
will cover approximately 10,000 miles 
to land her cargo of Douglas fir at Port 
Nelson, which is only 1200 miles distan: 
from Vancouver in an air line. Her 
route lies down the Pacific coast, 
through the Panama Canal, up the 
Atlantic coast to Newfoundland and 
thence into Hudson Bay.

ONE ‘FIGHT CLUB’ ENOUGH 


H. W. Blodgett Shows Letter He 
Wrote Declining to Take Part 
in Reorganization. 


James C. Jones of 3 Kingsbury place, 2 
lawyer, today told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter why he resigned as a member of 
the Board of Trustees of the projected 
New Glen Echo Golf Club, following 
the action of the board in ‘freezing 
out” 135 members of the Glen Echo 
Country Club at a secret meeting. 


* Jones said he retired from the board 
because he believed it had done wrong 
and haa exceeded the authority vested 
in it by the members of the Glen Echo 
Country Club. He questioned the right 
of the. nine members of the board to 
call themselves ‘‘trustecs.””’ They gave 
themselves this title, he said, without 
the sanction of the club’s membership 
and without process of law. : 

“It was all wrong,” said Jones, “and I 
could not be a party to it.’’ 

Explains Cemmittees, Growth. 

Jones gave the first explanation for 
publication as to how the original Re- 
organization Committee of Five, whose 
appointment was authorized by the 
club members, became a Committee of 
Nine. The original committee was 
made up of J. C. Jones, E. A. Faust, 
Harry Pflager, C. D. Johnson and John 
C. Roberts. 

“This committee of five,”’ said Jones, 
“‘was appointed for the specific purpose 
of reorganizing the Glen Ecl.o Country 
Club. Its appointment was thorized 
by a vote of more than two-thirds >of 
the club membership, with the distinct 
provision that it was to formulate a 
plan for the reorganization of the club 
and that all members in good standing 
were to have membership in the new 
organization. 

“There is no question in my mind that 
the committee was directly resporsible 
to the club membership. Being em- 
powered ‘to do anything it deemed prop- 
er in furthering the reorganization plan, 
the committee felt that it had a right 
to incrrase its membership. 

Two Factions in Club. 

“It was recognized that there were two 
factions in the club. When the commit- 
tee decided to enlarge itself by taking 
in four more members it was decided 
that two members from each faction 
should be added.’’ 

Those chosen were Albert Bond Lam- 
bert, H. L Parker, F.. %. Nulsen and 8. 
T. G. Smith. 

Jones said that when these four were 
placed on the committee it was his idea 
that they were tv act with the original 
members as reorgalrizers and that they 
owed full allegiance to the club mem- 
bere. 

“But after the property had been sold 
at auction and bought in with money 
which had been raised or borrowed by 
members of the Committee of Nine, I 
discovered that the committee had de- 
cleded to call itself a board of trustees 
and that it held no allegiance to the 
members of the old club,” Jones said. 
“Over my protest it was decided to 
Torm an entirely new club whose mem- 
bership was to be chosen by the so- 
called ‘trustees.’ ”’ 

H. W. Blodgett’s Letter. 

H. W. Blodgett, former United States 
Attorney, whose name was left off the 
invitation list of the new Glen Echo 
Golf Club, today showed a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter a letter which he wrote 
to the reorganization committee when 
he was asked to take part in the reor- 
ganization plan April 1 last. The letter 
read: 

“Gentlemen: I am in receipt of your 
communication of March 31, and in re- 
ply thereto beg to advise that I do not 
desire to become a party. I am a mem- 
ber of the Future City Athletic Club 
and one fight club is enough for me.”

Mrs. Della Meyer With Razor 
Attacks Miss Bessie Ryan in 
Pine Street Shop. 


‘GIRL TRIED TO STEAL HIM’ 


Wife, After Arrest, Tells How 
She, When Stenographer, Wed 
Meyer After His Divorce. 


Miss Bessie Ryan, 18 years old, of 
1306 North Newstead avenue, stenog- 
rapher for Richard Meyer, vice pres- 
ident of the Meyer Tailoring Co., 614 


Pine street, when at work this morn- 
ing, was slashed five times with 
a razor by her employer’s wife, Mrs. 
Della Meyer, 30 years old, who for- 
merly lived at 3923 Westminster 
place. Mrs. meyer accused the sten- 

‘Tapher of alienating her husband’s 
affections. 

After her arrest, Mrs. Meyer, at the 
Central District police station, told 
how she formerly had been her hus- 
band’s stenographer and had won him 
away from his first wife in just such 
manner as she now believed his pre- 
sent stenographer was stealing him 
away from her. Mrs. Meyer and Miss 
Ryan are blondes. 

The scene in the tailoring estab- 
lishment was exciting. Mrs. Meyer 
entered about 11:30 o’clock and has- 
tily walked to the office in the rear, 
where Miss Ryan was busy at-a type- 
writer. 

“You will steal my hur*-nd from 
me, will you?” Mrs. Meyer exclaimed. 
Husband Disarms Woman. 

She immediately drew a razor fro.n 
her dress and slashed Miss Ryan 
across the left side of the neck. 
Miss Ryan sprang from her chair, 
screaming. Mrs. Meyer slashed again 
and again and pursued her about the 
rom, cutting her on the left ear, on the 
back of the neck, the right shoulder and 
right side. None of the wounds was 
deep. Meyer and William Dickenbold, 
a cutter, finally disarmed her, but not 
until she had slashed Dickenbold’s cloth- 
ing. 

Mrs. Meyer was arrested by a police- 
man who had been attracted by Miss, 
Ryan’s screams. The stenographer was 
sent to the city dispensary. From there 
Méyér took her in an automobile to the 
Baptist Hospital, Franklin and Garrison 
avenue. 

Mrs. Meyer told reporters she came to 
St. Louis from Mason City, Io., four 
years ago and became a stenographer 
in Meyer’s tailoring place, then at Van- 
deventer avenue and Olive street. She 
said she and Meyer became infatuated, 
although he then was living with his 
first wife and two children in the 4100 
block on Shenandoah avenue. 

One day the first wife came to the 
shop, the prisoner said, and after ac- 
cusing her of winning Meyer away 
from her, declared she ought to kill her. 
The first Mrs. Meyer obtained a di- 
vorce. Then, the prisoner said, she 
married Meyer. ‘She ought to have 
killed me,’’ Mrs. Meyer added. 

“We got along nicely until about six 
months ago,’ Mrs. Meyer continued, 
“when my husband told me he had 
hired a new stenographer, ‘a blonde 
from Oklahoma.’ I told him to remem- 
ber how he had acted with one blonde 
(meaning herself) when he was living 
with his first wife, and warned him 
against cutting up with the new stenog- 
rapher.” : 

Noticed Change in Nusband. 

Mrs. Meyer said she noticed a 
change in her husband and knew that 
he was infatuated with the new sten- 
ographer. She said she left 8t. Louis 
three weeks ago intending to remain 
away, but that when her husband 
wrote to her he could not send her 
money because he had been in an 
automobile accident an# because he 
had lost $1400, sne determined she 
was being mistreated. 

She decided to return and inflict 
serious injnry on the voung woman. 
As soon as sho reached the city this 
morning she bought a razor and went 
at once to Meyer's store. 

She said she knew Meyer kept a 
revolver in the shop, and that she 
had intended to get possession of it 
and kill Meyer and Mise Rvan. 

Denies Wife Was Stenographer. 

At ,the Baptist Hospital Meyer de- 
nied that his wife ever had been his 
stenographer. He said he met her 
in West Baden, Ind., 10 years ago, and 
was in her company frequently aft- 
erward. He said they were married 
after his first wife divorced him. 

Miss Ryan said she had known 
Meyer only since she answered an 
advertisement for a stenographer six 
months ago. She said she had ac- 
companied him on automobile rides, 
but that her mother was with them 
each time.

BRITAIN REPUDIATES BOMB

The Orduna is the newest of the 
Cunard transatlantic fleet. She was 
built at Belfast and made her maiden 
voyage to this port last October.

saw her nearly captured necessitated 
a change in plans and she was placed 
in the transatiantic services, taking 
the place of some of the larger Cu- 
nard liners withdrawn from the ser- 
vice. 

Save for a single cryptic wireless mes- 
sage received yesterday, the Cunard 
line had heard no word from the Or- 
duna since she sailed from Liverpool, 
The message was sent by Capt. Tay- 
lor and contained the information that 
the Orduna would dock at 11 o’clock to- 
day.

BROKERS’ URDERS FOR ARMY 
SHOES ARE REJECTEB HERE 


Louts Manufacturers Refuse to 

Make 6,000,000 Pafrs for Europe 
Unless Sure of Pay. 

The rejection by St. Louis shoe manu- 
facturers of orders for more than 6,000,- 
000 pairs of shoes for the European 
armies has resulted from the -discov- 
ery of an ingenious scheme. of. brokers 
in this country to attempt to get manu- 
facturers to finance a business whicn 
might result in large profits for the 
brokers and might result in big lossea 
for the manufacturers. 

Manufacturers today said no war or- 
ders hai Deen filled in St. Louis and 
no order? had been received direct from 
foreign Governments. 

One manufacturer said many orders 
had been received from brokers. There 
orders, tc said, had provided for inspec- 
tion of the shoes after their delivery 
abroad, and payment after inspection. 
The warring countries were not parties 
to the contracts, which were made with 
persons abroad unknown to the mann- 
facturers. 

The scheme the manufacturers saw in 
the brokers’ plans was that the manu- 
facturers should invest large sums in 
making up the shoes and should take 
the risks of transportation abroad 
where the brokers would attempt to 
sell them. If a broker was unable to 
make a sale, the goods would be turned 
back to the manufacturer on the ground 
that they were rejected on Inspection. 
The manufacturer would then have his 
shoes or, his hands in a foreign country.

ORDERED TO ALTER 
TRANSFER SYSTEM 


Commerce Commisssion Finds 
Certain Practices in St. Louis 
Are Discriminatory. 


The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, in a report filed in Washing- 
ton yesterday by Commissioner Har- 
lan, directed the Eastern railroads 
which maintain freight depots in 
East St. Louls and make St. Louis 
delivery through the medium of trans- 
fer companies, to eliminate certain 
discriminatory practices. 

The decision will affect about 25 

transfer companies in St. Louis, which 
act both as agents of the carriers and 
the shippers. It has been the practice 
of the railroad companies which have 
no freight depots in St. Louis to al- 
low the transfer companies 2 cents 
per 100 pounds for the ,transfer of 
freight from the depots in East St. 
Louis to an imaginary line in St. 
Louis. After the transfer wagons 
crossed the imaginary line, in mak- 
ing the delivery, the transfer company 
became the agent of the shipper, and 
charged the shipper for hauling the 
freight from the imaginary line to 
the store or place of business. 
The commission found that the con- 
structive—not.actual—receipt and de- 
livery of traffic at incorporal sta- 
tions at undefined points on the west 
bank of the Mississippi River was not 
available to all shippers, and was 
therefore condemned. 
The commission held that the opera- 
tion of “off-track” rates stations, 
such as are maintained by the St. 
Louis and Columbia Transfer com- 
panies, as public freight stations of 
the carriers, are not unlawful, as no 
discriminations result from their 
operation. 


... Took Up Transfer Situation. 
The Commission, on its own motion, 


undertook an investigation of the 
transfer situation fn St. Louis. <Aft- 
er the commission had pursued the 
investigation for two or three years 
the Business Men’s League was in- 
vited to come into the cage. 

The situation was complicated by the 
fact that several large business houses 
in St. Louis gave their transfer busi- 
ness to small companies. These small 
companies were regularly incorporated, 
but there was a suspicion that their 
stock was owned by the particular bus- 
friess firm for which the company did 
an exclusive transfer business. The 
transfer company received a part of 
the railroad rate for transferring the 
goods to and from the depots in East 
St. Louis. 

The commission, in its decision, ap- 
pears to find no fault with thé practice 
of the railroad companies in designat- 
ing the transfer companies as thell 
agents to make delivery of freight in 
St. Louis. All -transfer companies, 
large and smalk, are entitled to the 
same division of the rate, according. to 
the decision of the commission. 


The practice that seems to be con- 
demned by the commission is this: 
“A transfer company accepts a ship- 
raent of goods at the East St. Lowtis 
freight depot as the agent of the rail- 
road and hauls it across the bridge; at 
an imaginary point on this side of the 
river the agency of the transfer com- 
rany for the railroad company ceases, 
and the transfer company acts as the 
agent of the shipper in hauling the 
goods from the imaginary line to the 
warehouse or store of the shipper. The 
railroad company pays for hauling the 
goods from the depot to the imaginary 
line, and the shipper pays for hauling 
from the imaginary line to the ware- 
house or store.” 


Imaginary Line Not Enough. 9 

The coOmmission held that the rail- 
road company must make an actual de- 
livery at some station; that it was not 
enough to deliver to some imaginary 
line. 
The railroad company would be with- 
in the law, as interpreted by the com- 
mission, if it made delivery of the goods 
to the “off tract’’ station maintained 
by one of the transfer companies. The 
goods could then be delivered from the 
station to the store or warehouse of the 
shipper. 


The commission gave the railroads no 
directions as to how the practices found 
illegal are to be remedied. The rail- 
roads theniselves will be expected to 
work out the details. 

The commission found that these 
practices were discrimintory because the 
service was not available to the entire 
public on equal terms. On this subject 
the commission said: 

‘In actual practice, the East Side

_ Of such a nature that the real in- 
tentions of the Washington Cabinet 
have been, as a matter of fact, 
frustrated and even reversed. 

View of Austria. 

If this question is answered in the 
affirmative—and in the view of the 
Austro-Hungarian Government it 
must undoubtedly so be answered— 
another question arises directly from 
it, viz: whether it is not possible 
and indeed necessary that measures 
be taken to insure that desire of the 
American Government to observe 
strict neutrality toward all belliger- 
ent parties shall be satisfied. 

The Austro-Hungarian Government, 
without hesitation and without res- 
ervation, answers this question also 
in the affirmative. 


All authorities on the subject of 
international law maintain that a 
neutral Government is not permitted 
to allow unhindered traffic in con- 
traband of war, if such traffic ts of 
such kind or reaches such propor- 
tions as to compromise the neutrality 
of the Government in question. 


On whatever basis of scientific 
criteria the supposed legitimacy of 
contraband traffic be founded, it 
must, nevertheless, be concluded 
that export of war material from 
the United States such as is taking 
place during the present war is not

in conformity with the practice of 
strict neutrality. 

It follows equally that there is no 
reason whatever why the right can 
be denied to the American Govern- 
ment to put an end to this flagrant 
and formidable export of war mater- 
ial, more particularly in view of the 
fact that it is well known that only 
one of the belligerent parties can 
take advantage of this export. The 
American Government can in no way 
be blamed if it exerts this admitted 
right and decides to pass a special 
act with a view to maintaining its 
position in conformity with the 
claims of international law. 

Possible Objection to Change. 

As regards the possible objection 
that, notwithstanding tHe willingness 
of American traders to furnish sup- 
plies to Austria-Hungary eas well as 
to England and her allies, the United 
States, owing to the conditions of 
war obtaining, are not able to carry 
on trade with Austria-Hungary and 
Germany, it may be pointed out that 
the Government of the United States 
is undoubtedly well able to deal with 
this objection. 

It would, for instance, be quite suf- 
ficlent for the purpose to notify the 
enemies of Austria-Hungary and 
Germany that the supply of food 
and raw materials will be stopped if 
legal traffic in those articles be- 


tween American and central Powers 
of Europe is not permitted. The 
American Government, if disposed to 
act in this sense, would. not only be 
following the traditions of protection 
of the lawful trade by sea, which 
have always been respected in Amer- 
ica, but would at the same time reap 
great moral reward by restraining 
the criminal efforts of the enemies 
of Austria-Hungary and Germany to 
utilize hunger as their ally. 
Austria-Hungary, therefore, taking 
into preererers nt the excellent rela- 
tions which have always existed be- 
tween America and the Austro-Hun- 
gary monarchy, makes this entirely 
friendly appeal to the Government 
of the United States, asking the 
‘Government to reconsider, in the 
light of explanations set forth, the 
attitude it has hitherto observed in 
regard to this most important mat-

is outbound or inbound. The undefined 
point, if comparable with anything 
physical, must therefore be regarded as 
taking the place of a station for less 
than carload traffic and a team track 
for carload traffic. In either case, the 
right to use this constructive service 
is limited to shippers who approach the 
constructive terminals through the 
agency of transfer companies designated 
by the carriers. 
“They may not, with their own ve- 
hicles, go to the constructive stations 
to deliver or receive their traffic. In 
other words, the right of a shipper to 
have an East Side line extend its serv- 
ice to and from these undefined points 
depends upon his willingness to employ 
the carrier’s agent to haul his traffic 
between those points and his store door.

John Semkowich of East St. 
Louis Found Neighbor in 
His Home. 


John Semkowich, years old, shot 
and killed his wife, Katherine, % years 
old, at their home, 219 Baugh avenue. 
East St. Louis, at 4 o'clock this morn- 
ing, and wounded John Wernock, 3% 
years old, a neighbor, and shot himself 
in the left side below the heart. Sem- 
kowich and Wernock are at the Dea- 
coness Hospital, each in a serious con- 
dition. 

The shoGting was done with the same 
revolver with which Pauline, l4-year- 
old daughter of Semkowich, killed her- 
self two years ago because of his mis- 
treatment of her. The East Side police 
declared they believed Semkowich killed 
his wife in the hope of getting $100 fn- 
surance moncy on the daughter's life, 


Girl Insured for $2300. 
Semkowich, when arrested, told the 


police he invited Wernock to spend the 
night at the Semkowich home. The 
theory of the police is that Werneck 
was invited for the purpose of framing 
a situation which would provide a de- 
fense for Semkowich under the unwrit- 
ten law. 

Pauline Semkowich was insured for 
$200. Neighbors say the parents divided 
the money. Semkowich soon spent his 
$100, but Mrs. Semkowich kept the Siw 
she received and added to it from her 
earnings at a packing plant. Neigh- 
bors say the couple quarreled about 
the money and that Semkowich want- 
ed his wife to give it to him. 

John Semkowich Jr., 14 years old, at 
the police station, produced $150 which 
he said his father had given to him 
after the shooting. Later he said his 
father gave him the money before the 
shooting. The boy saw his father shoot 
his mother. He had gone to bed at 8 
o'clock and his father, after giving him 
the money, went to bed in the next 
room Mrs. Semkowich came home 
from her work and Wernock came in 
and brought a bucket of beer. 

The boy went to sleep and was awak- 
ened at 4 o'clock by a_ shot. His 
mother was standing in the doorway. 
His father fired another shot and his 
mother sank to the floor. Wernock 
started to run away and Semkowich 
shot him.

Cunard Company Also Exoner- 
ated by Board That Inves- 
tigated Disaster. 


INTENT TO DESTROY LIVES 


Verdict Formally Declares Ger- 
man Submarine’s Torpedo 
Sank the Liner. 


By Associatéd Press, 

LONDON, July 17.—“Torpedoes fired 
by a submerine of German nationality” 
caused the loss of the steamship Lusi- 
tania and its passengers, according to 
the findings of the Court of Inquiry 
appointed to investigate the disaster, 
announced today. 

The court held that no blame for the 
tragedy attached either to Capt. Turner, 
commander of the vessel, or the Cun- 


ard line, the owners. 

After having carefully inquired into 
the circumstances of the disaster, says 
the formal report of the court, “the 
ourt finds the loss of said ship and 
ves was due to damage caused the 

ip by torpedoes fired by a subma- 
, ne of German nationality. 

@n the opinion of the court the act 
w done not merely with the intention 
ot sinking the ship, but also with the 
ini ntion of destroying the lives of the 
pec le on board.’’

Americans Disappointed. 

The report was a distinct disappoint- 
ment to the American survivors, who 
expressed indignant surprise at the por- 
tion which exonerated Capt. Turner and | 
the Cunard Lime from all blame and 
commended the discipline of the crew. 

Several attorneys representing Arneri- 
can clients listened closely to the read- 
ing of the judgment, which may have. 
a great effect on litigation trought 
against the steamship company. Among 
the spectators were Walter Webb-Ware, 
representing the Vanderbilt family; Maj. 
F. W. Warren Pearl and Miss Pear! of 
New York and F.. B. Jenkins of Chicago, 
survivors, und William Crichton of New 


Before the reading began Maj. Pearl, 
who has followed the whole case close- 
ly, expressed the opinion that the deci- 
sion would sharply condemn the officers 
of the ship and of the Cunard Line for 
negligence. 

“No doubt there were mishaps in han- 
dling the ropes of the boats,’’ Lord 
Mersey said, “but in my opinion there 
was no incompetence or neglect." 

Admiralty Advised Captain. 

Baron Mersey found that Capt. Turn- 
er was fully advised by the British Ad- 
miralty as to the best course to follow 
and added that in some respects he did 
not follow these out. The court pointed 
out, however, tRat the Admiralty in- 
structions were not intended to prevent 
Capt. Turner from exercising his indi- 
vidual judgment and his failure to fo)- 
low the Admiralty’s advécé to the let- 
ter was no reason for blame. 

The reduction of the Lusitania’s speed 
from 24% to 21 knots still left the vesse! 
faster than any other boat on the At- 
lantic, said Baron Mersey, and he found 
there was no reason to blame the Cu- 
nard company for this economy during 
war time. 

Relative to the Admiralty instructions, 
the court said this phase of the inquiry 
was in camera and that it would be 
contrary to public interest to discuss it. | 

Calls Both Captains Brave Men. 

Lord Mersey, in handing down the 
judgment said in part: 

“The Captain of the ship, Thomas 
Turner, gave his evidence truthfully 
and well. I am quite satisfied that the 
two captains and the officers are com- 
petent men and that they did their 
cuty. Capt. Turner remained on the 
bridge till he was swept into the sea 
and Capt. Anderson was working on- 
deck until he went overboard and was 
drowned. 

“The court here praised Leslie M. 
Morton, a member of the’ crew who 
shipped at New York and acting as 
extra lookout man at the time the Lusi- 
tania was torpedoed, saying: 

“tee Was only 18 years old but ie 
seems to have exhibited 4 eat courage, 
self-posseasion and resource. He was 
the firet to observe the approach of tis 
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torpedoes and before they had tothe’ | 
the ship he had reported them to the 
bridge by means ephone.” — 

Seaman, 18, Saves 100 Lives. 
Though knocked off his feet when 
a torpedo hit the Lusitania, and later 
having to swim for his life, Lord 
Mersey said, the youth, aided’ by a 
member of the crew named Parry, 
righted a collapsible boat and was 
instrumental in. saving nearly 100 
lives. 

The court here analyzed the pas- 
senger list, giving the saved and lost 
by sex and by nationality, and com- 
menting on the lack of a general 


panic. He added: 
“Some passengers attempted to assist 


in Jaunching his boats and in my opin- 
ion they did more harm than good. 
It is, however, quite impossible to im- 
pose any blame to them. They were all 
working for the best. 

“The cargo was a general one, but a 
part consisted of cases of cartridges— 
about 6000, This ammunition wes seored 
well forward on the upper end lhewer 
decks and was about fifty ,ards away 
from where the torpedo struck the 
ship,’”’ 

oNo Masked Guns or Troops.” 

Lord Mersey then repeated that the 
Lusitania carried no maskeg@ guns or 
troops. 

The warnings issued by Germany be- 
fore the ship left, he found, only ag- 
gravated the crime of her sinking. 
Explaining the curtailment of boiler 
power, Lord Mersey said the Lusitania 
had made five successive trips in this 
fashion before the disaster and “in my 
opinion this reduction in the steamer’s 
speed was of no significance and was 
proper in the circumstances.”’ 

Lord’ Mersey described at some length 
the events immediately preceding the 
torpedoing of the vessel, giving her speed 
as 18 knots and recounted details: regard- 
ing the position of the shfp as testified 
by Capt. Turner. Continuing, he said: 
“The blow of the first torpedo broke 
No. 5 lifeboats to splinters. A second 
torpedo was fired almost immediately 
afterwards, which struck the ship on 
the starboard side.

records, here, show that since the war

Up to 

May 31, 18.451 cars, valued at $34,453,- 

178, were cleared mostly for France 

and Great Britain. It is estimated up 

to July 1, 22,061\ machines have been 
shipped. 

An indication of the extensive aerial 
warfare to be carried on by the allies, 
and particularly the British, is to be 
seen on the manifest of the White Star 
liner Baltic, which sailed for Liver- 
pool, Thursday.

FIRST REGIMENT 
MEN “FIGHT” IN 
KNEE-DEEP MUD 


Second Battalion Spends a Night 
“Trenches” on Pole 
Mountain. 


By. a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

CAMP O’MEARA, LOUISIANA, Mo., 
July 17.—A First Regiment battalion, 
which has been holding trenches south 
of Noix creek the last two days against 
two battalions of the same regiment 
which have been trying to capture the 
position, will hold it to the end of 
the tactical maneuvers, in the opinion 
of Capt. Charles M. Gordon and Lieut. 
Oscar W. Hoop, inspector instructors of 
the National Guard and regular army 
experts who have been watching the 
struggle. 

The defense, so far, has eutpointed the 
attack, they say, and if the position is 
held as well today as the past two days, 
victory will belong to the defenders. 

These officers and Lieut. Fred B. Ter- 


rel, who are the umpires of the war 
game, -will give their decision today. 
They are agreed that the advantage lies 
with the defenders. 

“The position of the defense,’’ said 
Capt. Gordon this morning. “is 80 ex- 
cellently chosen and so strongly held 
that it. would take a greatly superior 
force to dislodge them. The restrictions 
of the problem that is being worked out 
do not admit of the attack being made 
»v such a superior force.”’ 

Attack Not Strong Enough. 

Lieit. Hoop thinks that the attack 
with its present strength could not tak» 
the position of the defense. “Of course,” 
he said, “it is more or less a matter of 
suesswork. The capture of the trenches 
i: not impossible. Our purpose, hov- 
ever, is not so much’ to give the men 
the idea that they are participating in a 
sham battle, but to point out to them 
their mistakes in tactics and to acquaint 
them with the remedies in order that 
they may eliminate such errors in fu- 
ture.’ 

The second battalion, commanded by 
Capt. Edmund J. MoMahon, _ spent 
Thursday night in the trenches on Pole 
Mountain, about two miles southeast »f 
camp. The men slept in shelter or 
“Pup” tents. At 8 a. m. Yesterday the 
first battalion, commanded by Maj. R. 
E. Gruner, and the third battalion, 
commanded by Maj. Alexander B. Mel-' 
ville, tdOok up the attack at the point 
where it was abandoned Thursday 
morning. Blank ammunition was dealt 
out to the attacking battalions only. 
The defense simulated fire, signals be- 
ing used to convey information of fire 
by volley or individual fire. 

The attacking battalions were cdm-: 
pelled to advance across many ravines 
which the recent rains have madedit+ 
ficult of passage. The ground is wet 
and swampy: In some places men 
fioundered in mud te «their knees. 
Noix Creek, running along the base of 
Fole Mountain, where the defense is 
strongly intrenched, was forded at 10:30 
um., after the troops had advanced 
by squad rushes from the embankment 
ulong railway tratks, a distance of 
about 300 yards. 

If, in the opinion of the umpires, the 
attacking battalions occupy 4a_ position 
which might be easily “raked’’ by the 
defense, the victory, will be awarded 
the defense on points. Foolhardy 
charzes and careless maneuvers are 
frowned upon. 

Capt. Gordon and Lieuts. Hoop and 
Terrel will leave tomorrow for the camp 
of the Third Regiment at Excelsior 
Springs, July 31. 

Officers and men are jubilant at the 
continued fair weather. All drills and 
maneuvers are being held as scheduled. 
Camp is gay in the afternoons and 
evenings with the presence of niany of 
the people of Louisiana. 

At 7 o’clock eyery evening battalion 
dress parade is held on the 20-acre pa- 
rade ground west of the camp site. It 
has been customary to combine two 
battalions to form one ‘War strength 
battalion.” Tho ceremony of “Guar 
Mount”’ is held each afternoon at ! 
o'clock. The men are drilled in this 
thoroughly until they are familiar witn 
the details. Guard reliefs are posted 
every two hours. 

Afternoon drill also includes instruc- 
tions in open order formations and 
skirmish line tactics so far as possib'c 
under the conditions met in actual war- 
fare. Outpost and patrol duty are 
taken up and demonstrated by allow- 
ing each man actual experience in 
them. : 

This evening a regimental review will 
be tendered Adjutant-General John B. 
O'Meara for whom the camp is named.

Is it necessary to increase the pay roll for this 
purpose? Will:it supply better inspection than 
that of the present system? Will it bé more 
economical ? 

To all of these questions the answer is -no. 
There is no special virtue in municipal ingpection.. 
As a rule it is bad, controlled largely by special 
interests and their political henchmen. It is 
costly and in the present instance, because it 
will probably be unsatisfactory.to the insurance 
companies, will double the cost of inspection. It 
will lay ‘additional burdens on overburdened 
business. 

The present system of wiring inspection is re- 
mMarkably cheap and efficient. It satisfies 
all the real interests involved—the owners and 
users of buildings and insurance companies 
which assume the fire risks. The only interests 
it does not satisfy are those which want easier 
inspections, greater cost and more inspectors. 
The politicians and the contractors will be its 
chief beneficiaries. 

The Mayor should see his way clear to a veto

For revolting brutality, the execution of William 
Sprouse at Clayton has not been surpassed, if 
equaled, in this locality.

cessful. Some Governors refuse to consent to ex- 
ecutions. Some juries refuse to condemn to death. 
Would it net be bette? t6 do away with capita! 
punishment altogether? Then irreparable mis- 
takes would be impossible. Such shocking spec- 
tacles as the hanging of Sprouse would be avoided. 
Juries would not be swayed from just verdicts by 
aversion to condemning accused persons to death. 
Punishment for capital crimes would be more cer- 
tain and more equitably distributed. 
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‘‘EFFICIENCY’’ SLUMPS. 
Easy-going people are relieved that a reaction 
has set in against “Efficiency.” It was bound 
to have a slump, like any other boom. Efficiency, 
Efficiency, Efficieney—it got to be too much of 
a slogan, and made regular people tired—made 
them more tired than ever. 
You might have inferred that efficiency was the 
only thing worth living for. People were even 
urged to gat less in order to ificrease their effi- 
clency. Pleasures were foes of efficiency. To 
loaf and invite your soul was a crime against effi- 
ciency. Whittling was asin. Efficiency wouldn’t 
have permitted Homer to nod for one instant. It 
would have fitted his lyre with an alarm clock, 
a pedometer and a cash register.

The 
earnest member of the Men's Purity 
league is certain that immorality is the 
cause of it all; the legislators of several 
ot our Western states lay the blame 
on the “deadly cigarette.” And the 
harassed business man sitting m his 
Club, with a highball beside him and 
puffing at a black cigar, assures you 
most emphatically that the rush of 
modern business life supplies the correct 
answer.

“Heart diséase, arterio-sclerosis, and 
Bright's disease, begin insidiously and a 
competent physician is able to recognize 
the signs long before your own atten- 
tion may be aroused by the symptoms.
